Enclosed is an OFFICIAL NOTICE of your agricultural conservation requirements for the third

management period. These conservation requirements are effective beginning in calendar year 2003

and shall remain in effect until the first compliance date of the conservation requirements established

for your Irrigation Grandfathered Right in the Fourth Management Plan. PLEASE CAREFULLY
.REVIEW THIS LETTER AND THE ENCLOSED NOTICE.

The Director of the Arizona Department of Water Resources ("Director") adopted the Third
Management Plan ("TMP") for the Prescott Active Management Area ("AMA") in December of 1999,
As originally adopted, the TMP did not contain a Base Agricultural Conservation Program with new
irrigation water duties and maximum annual groundwater allotments for farms in the AMA because of
questionsregarding theappropriateirrigationefficiency touse whencalculating the water duties. Thisissue
was resolved in 2002 when the Legislature enacted legislation requiring the Director to calculate the
irrigation water duties for most farms in the AMA using an assigned irrigation efficiency of 80 percent. A
lowerassignedirrigation efficiency may be used for farms determined by the Director tohave limiting soils
or excessive slopes and for farms where orchard crops were historically grown and continue to be grown.
The legislation also requires the Director to modify the TMP to include a Best Management Practices
("BMP") Program as an alternative to the Base Program.

In April of 2003, the Director adopted modifications to Chapter 4 of the TMP to comply with the
legislation enactedin 2002. The modifications include the addition of a Base Program withirrigation water
duties calculated in the manner required by the legislation and the addition of a BMP Program. The
Historic Cropping Program, an alternative program that was included in the TMP as adopted in 1999, was
retained in the modifications. The purpose of this notice is to inform you of the water duties and allotments
established for your farm and of the availability of the alternative programs. The official language of the
modification to Chapter 4 may be reviewed at the Department’s website, WWWw.water.az.gov.

I.  Base Agricultural Conservation Program Water Duties and Allotments

The irrigation water duty and maximum annual groundwater allotment adopted for your farm for the Base
Program are set forth in the enclosed "Notice of Irrigation Water Duty and Maximum Annual Groundwater
Allotment.” You must comply with the water duty and annual allotment unless you apply for and are

accepted for regulation under one of the alternative agricultural conservation programs described below.
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1I. Alternative Agricultural Conservation Programs

There are two conservation programs available to you as alternatives to the Base Program: the BMP
Program and the Historic Cropping Program. The BMP Program requires the implementation of
specific agricultural conservation practices on the farm in lieu of complying with a water duty and
annual allotment. Under the Historic Cropping program, the Director will calculate the water duty and
annual allotment using an assigned irrigation efficiency of 75 percent. If a farm has limiting soils, the
Director may use an assigned irrigation efficiency of 70 percent. Use of flex account provisions is
limited under the Historic Cropping Program. Anindividual who wishes to be regulated under one of
these alternative programs must apply on a form prescribed and furnished by the Director. The
Director must approve the application before the individual can be regulated under the program.

The Director has found the Base Program irrigation water duties and maximum annual groundwater
allotments established in the modifications to Chapter 4 of the TMP to be achievable for most
Irrigation Grandfathered Right holders. However, there are two separate methods for seeking
administrative relief from the water duty and annual allotment established for your farmif you believe
you will be unable to comply with them. You may requesta VARIANCE or an ADMINISTRATIVE
REVIEW. '

1. VARIANCE

A person whorequires additional time to comply with anew conservation requirement may apply to
the Director for a VARIANCE from the requirement pursuant to A.R.S. § 45-574. The Director
may grant a variance for up to five years upon a showing of “compelling economic circumstances."

AN APPLICATION FOR A VARIANCE MUST BE FILED WITHIN 95 DAYS AFTER
THE DATE OF THIS NOTICE.

If you fee] that a conservation requirement is unreasonable as applied to you, you may apply

for an ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW of the requirement pursuant to A.R.S. § 45-575(A).

This is an OFFICIAL NOTICE that the director of the Arizona Department of Water Resources (director)
has issued a final order adopting the management plan for the Prescott Active Management Area (AMA)
for the third management period. 2000 to 2010. This is also an Official Notice of the irrigation water duty
(water duty) and maximum annual groundwater allotment (annual allotment) established in the Third
Management Plan (TMP) for your irrigation grandfathered right. which will become effective on January
1.2002. PLEASE CAREFULLY REVIEW THIS NOTICE AND THE ENCLOSED
REQUIREMENTS.

On December 13, 1999, the director issued a final order adopting the TMP. The TMP was adopted in
accordance with Arizona’s Groundwater Code (Code), which requires the director to establish a continuing
mandatory conservation program for all persons withdrawing, distributing, or using groundwater within the
AMA. The Code provides that the director shall establish a new irrigation water duty for each farm unit
within the AMA, which shall be calculated as the quantity of water reasonably required to irrigate the crops
historically grown in the farm unit, assuming maximum conservation consistent with prudent long-term farm
management practices within areas of similar farming conditions, considering the time required to amortize
conservation mnvestments and financing costs.

The TMP includes water duties and annual allotments for Irrigation Grandfathered Rights in the AMA
which must be complied with from January 1. 2002 until the effective date of any substitute water duty and
annual allotment in the Fourth Management Plan. A farm’s annual allotment was calculated by multiplying
the farm’s water duty by the number of water duty acres in the farm. The annual allotment is the maximum
amount of groundwater that may be used in any year to irrigate the irrigation acres associated with the
Irrigation Grandfathered Right, except as provided in A.R.S. § 45-467. the flexibility account statute.

The water duty and annual allotment established for your Irrigation Grandfathered Right in the TMP are set
forth in the enclosed notice. The water duty and allotment are identical to the final water duty and annual
allotment established for your Irrigation Grandfathered Right in the Second Management Plan (SMP), and
include any adjustments made to the final SMP water duty and annual allotment pursuant to an
administrative review application, with the exception of any poor water quality adjustments. If you require
an adjustment to your TMP water duty and allotment due to poor water quality, you must apply for an
administrative review within 90 days after you receive this notice.

You have the right to seek administrative relief from the conservation requirements established in the TMP.
You also have the right to seek judicial review of the director’s order adopting the TMP. The following is a
description of your rights.

Admuinistrative Relief

The director has found the conservation requirements in the TMP to be equitable for most water users.
However, there are two separate methods for seeking administrative relief from the conservation
requirements if you behieve you will be unable to comply with the requirements. You may request a
VARJANCE or an ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW.

1. VARIANCE

A person who requires additional time to comply with a conservation requirement or
distribution system requirement may apply to the director for a VARIANCE from the
requirement pursuant to A.R.S. § 45-574. The director may grant a variance for up to
five years upon a showing of "compelling economic circumstances.” An application
for a variance must be filed within 90 days after the date you receive this notice.

2. ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW

If you feel that a conservation requirement is unreasonable as applied to you, you may
apply for an ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW of the requirement pursuant to

AR.S. § 45-575(A). An application for administrative review under A.R.S. §
45-575(A) must be filed within 90 days after the date you receive this notice.

An administrative review may also be applied for at any time during the third
management period if extraordinary circumstances not in existence as of the date of
this notice make it unreasonable to require your compliance with a conservation
requirement. If these circumstances should arise during the third management period,
please contact the Prescott AMA for information and application procedures.

Judicial Review

In addition to seeking administrative relief through a request for variance or administrative review, you may
seek judicial review of the director’s order adopting the TMP pursuant to A.R.S. § 45-114(C). Any action
for judicial review must be filed within thirty-five days after your receipt of this notice. You may review the
entire TMP at the locations listed in Attachment B.

The Groundwater Code provides that a farm’ irrigation
water duty must be calculated as the quantity of water reasonably required to irrigate the crops
historically grown in the farm unit. and must assume maximum conservation consistent with
prudent long-term farm management practices within areas of similar farming conditions.
considering the time required to amortize conservation investments and financing costs. In
addition, the Groundwater Code provides that the maximum annual groundwater allotment is the
maximum amount of water that may be used in any year to irrigate the irrigation acres associated
with the irrigation grandfathered right. except as provided in A.R.S. § 45-467, the flexibility
account provision.

Irrigation grandfathered rightholders were first given written notice of their intermediate and final
irrigation water duties and maximum annual groundwater allotments for the second management
period within thirty days after the SMP was adopted. Additional written notice of the second
intermediate irrigation water duties and maximum annual groundwater allotments was given in
late 1992.

The enclosed notice is being sent to you to give you additional notice of the final irrigation water
duty and maximum annual groundwater allotment for your farm, which will become effective on
January 1. 2000. The final water duty and allotment set forth in this notices reflect any adjustments
which may have been granted pursuant to an administrative review request filed following the
original notification of the SMP conservation requirements.
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The final SMP water duty and allotment will remain in effect until the first compliance date for the
irrigation water duties and maximum annual groundwater allotments established for your farmin
the Third Management Plan (TMP). The Arizona Department of Water Resources
("Department") is currently in the process of developing the TMP conservation requirements.
You will be notified of those requirements within thirty days after the TMP is adopted.

VARIANCE

The Department considers the final irrigation water duties and maximum annual groundwater
allotments established in the SMP to be achievable by most farms by the year 2000. However, if
you believe you will need additional time to comply with the final water duty and allotment
established for your farm, you may apply for a variance from the water duty and allotment.

A variance from a final water duty and allotment may be granted for up to five years if there are
"compelling economic circumstances” preventing timely compliance with the water duty and
allotment. In order to obtain a variance, an applicant must prove that the applicant’s economic
circumstances prevent compliance with the final water duty and allotment by the year 2000. In
determining whether to grant a variance. the Department will take into consideration the
applicant’s flexibility account balance. Any decision made on the application will be appealable to
the Office of Admuinistrative Hearings.
